Mme. Mary Agnes O’Brien Ruiz, friend of Alfred Gwynne Van- 
derbilt, whose suicide in London was mysteriously kept from the 
press for weeks, has been identified by St. Louis friends as the 
daughter of the late Charles O’Brien, a local boilermaker. She was 
born near Ninth street and Cass avenue, and had a brother, Charlie, 
formerly a member of the St. Louis Fire Department and now 
living in North St. Louis, and one sister. 

Many persons now living in St. Louis knew her well when, as a 
pretty child, she used to attend the Everett School, on Eighth 
street, between Cass avenue and O’Fallon street. 
then as an adventurous miss, and one of her escapades is famous. 
When she was about 13 years old, friends of the family say, she ran 
away from home, journeying to New Orleans and beating her way 


back in a boxcar. 

Her father was a nephew of the late 
John- O’Brien, probably the best known 
boiler maker in the West and head 
of a boiler factory that bore his name. 

Mme. Ruiz also was a first cousin of 
John O’Brien, boiler manufacturer and 
former member of ‘the City Council.

“SUNK IN STORM: 
TWENTY PERISH 


Russian Torpedo Boat Kam- 
_bala Founders During Trials 
in Black Sea. 





ST. PETERSBURG, June 12. — The 
submarine torpedo boat Kambala of the 
Russian Navy, has been sunk in a 


storm in the Black Sea while the boat 
wes unc.rgoing trials. 

Twenty members of her crew, includ- 
ing the Captain, First Lieutenant and 
chief engineer, perished. 

The following details of the founder- 
ing have been obtained here : 

“The submarine flotilla was conduct- 
ing a series of night maneuvers against 
the battleship squadron with the idea 
of forcing an entrance into the harbor. 
During the operations the Kambala, 
upon which was Capt. Bielikoff, the 
commander of the flotilla and in charge 
of the maneuvers, unaccountably left 
her course and swung across the bows 
of the battleship Rostislav. The two 
vessels collided and the submarine sank 
instantly in 28 fathoms of water. 

The commander of the submarine, 
Lieut. Aquilonouff, was on deck at the 
time of the accident. He swam away 
and was saved, but Capt. Bielikoff, 
Midshipman Tuchkoff, a warrant of- 
ficer and 17 members of the crew 
perished. 

The Kambala—the word in English 
means flounder—was of 180 tons and 
constructed on the German type. The 
flotilla in the Black Sea consisted of 
four German and one Holland subma- 
rine. An attempt will be made to raise 
the Kambala.

The operator answered and 
immediately got a message in reply say- 
ing the Slavonia was ashore and where, 
and asking the Prinzess Irene to come 
to her assistance. 

110 Passengers Transferred. 

The Prinzess Irene arrived alongside 
the Slavonia Thursday afternoon. It 
was arranged that she should take on 
board the cabin passengers of the Cu- 
narder and work to that end was at 
once begun. All Thursday night was 
taken up with the transfer and the 110 
passengers, men, women and children, 
were on board by daylight. The trans- 
fer was made without a single acci- 
dent, 

Early Friday morning the Prinzess 
Irene left the Slavonia for Gibraltar. 

In the meantime the wireless calls 
for help sent out by the Slavonia had 
been heard by the Hamburg-American 
liner Batavia, which also hastened to 
the scene of the wreck.

There was a marked profusion of ovau- 
tiful flowers from some anonymous 
friend. 

Immediately after the body was low- 
ered into its grave, the servants were 
paid off and dismissed by Williamson 
and all went to Paris except the butler, 
John Forbes, who had kept the circum- 
stances of Mrs. Ruiz’s death from tl:e 
other servants; he left immediatety fou 
a long holiday at Inverness, Scotland. 

The superintendent of the nursing 
home in Fitzroy Square, where Mrs. 
Ruiz died, told the Post-Dispatch today 
tl. .t a handsome check in payment of 
Mrs. Ruiz’s bill was sent by Dr. Bland 
Sutton, the famous surgeon, who 
brought Mrs. Ruiz to the home. 

Bills Paid by Physician. 

“IT suppose that Dr. Bland Sutton sent 
his own check in order that we might 
not know who was- paying the bDill,’’ 
said the superintendent. “It is not un- 
usual for doctors to pay patient’s bills 
here,”’ 

Dr. Bland Sutton himself, when seen 
by the Post-Dispatch, said: “I seldom 
respond when asked to act in such cases, 
but a man who came to me to attend 
Mrs. Ruiz said that the woman prob- 
ably was dying; consequently I lent as- 
sistance, though I never heard of Mrs. 
Ruiz before. She died at the nursing 
home without regaining consciousness 
after I tried to stop the flow of blood. 

“Having introduced the patient, I 
naturally sent the check, being responsi- 
ble and having been paid for everything 
in a lump sum. No, I won't say who 
paid me, though it was by the proper 
person.” 

Miss Caney Located. 

After a search of several days the 
Post-Dispatch today located Miss Caney, 
who had left the Hyde Park Hotel, to 
which she moved immediately after the 
tragedy. 

“I can't understand why the papers 
are making such a fuss about it,”” she 
said. “I didn’t know that any efforts 
had been made to suppress the facts. 

“Tl was employed by Mrs. Ruiz in New 
York, before she sailed for Burope, in 
February. After traveling on the Conti- 
net, we came to London, where the 
house in Grosvenor street was taken 
for Mrs. Ruiz by an agent in April, Mrs. 
Ruiz lived very quietly, having few 
friends, and riding in the Row morn- 
ings, which was practically her only di- 
version.

COSTS HIM $90 


It Was Not a “Mental Jag,” 
Nor a “Mental-Physical” One, 
Captain Explains.

EXHAUSTION IS_ PLEA 


Another Member of Force 
Tells Board Smoking Rule 
Is Dead Letter. 


— 


There are three kinds of jags, accord- 
ing to Capt. James Johnson of the Sou- 
lard Street Police District, who, as a 
policeman, has made a careful study of 
ingology. He classifies them as the 
mental jag, physical jag and mental- 
physicai jag. 

Patrolman George F. Eichner was 
carrying a physical jag, Capt. John- 
son said, which rendered him unfit for 
police duty: Ejichner claimed that what 
the Captain mistook for a jag was in 
reality nothing more than exhaustion 
from overwork. 

“I saw Patrolman, Eichner emerging 
from an alley,” said Capt. Johnson. 
“His gait was unsteady and I smelled 
liquor on his breath.” 

‘TIow was his speech?” asked Col. 
Laird, who was conducting the trial of 
Ii:iehner before the board. 

Speech Normal, Mind Clear. 

“It vas normal,’’ replied the Captain. 

“And what about his intelligence?’ 

“His mind seemed to be perfectly 
clear.” 

“Well, if his mentality was unim- 
paired, what makes you think he was 
jagged?” 

‘There are three kinds of jags,’’ ex- 
plained the Captain. ‘‘There is the men- 
tal jag, the physical jag, and the men- 
tal-physical jag. Eichner had what 1 
would call a physical jag. The liquor 
had not gone to his head, but to his feet. 
He had taken a drink of brandy on an 
empty stomach and it had made him 
weak in the knees. 

“Some men can lose their senses from 
excessive drink and at ihe same time 
maintain an equilibrium in their stride. 
That is what I call a mental jag. The 
man whose alcohol affects both his brain 
and legs is a mental-physical jag.”’ 

Patrolman Elichner ‘said he had been 
waiting to be relieved from duty when 
he saw two of his brother officers try- 
ing to carry a stout, heavy woman 
down a staircase to a waiting ambu- 
lance. She was sick and was en route 
tu tne City Hospital. 

Had Only One Drink, He Says, 

“T observed the woman was too 
heavy for the two patrolmen, so I gave 
them a lift,”’ said‘ Eichner. ‘‘Had I been 


‘jagged I would not. have been seeking 


extra work to perform. It was a pret- 
ty “tough: job, too, for that woman 
weighed -more than 250 pounds. 

‘When I got through I ess I was 
staggering a little bit from fatigue. I 
had only one drink of brandy that day. 
T took it for medicinal purposes.’’ 

Eichner was fined $90. 

Patrolman John T. O'Keefe startled 
the commissioners by declar'ng that po- 
ticemen in general look upon the rule 
prohibiting smoking in uniform as a 
dead letter. 

‘‘Are there any other rules in the 
manual which you consider as such?’ 
asked Commissioner Bland with a 
touch of sarcasm. 

“IT was not on duty when the ser- 
geant saw me smoking my pipe,” said 
O'Keefe. “I was on my way to roll 
call at the Manchester Station.”’ 

‘But you were in uniform, were you 
not?’”’ asked Mr. Bland. 

O’Keefe Pleads Guilty. 

O'Keefe pleaded guiity to the charge 
and asked permission to question Sergt. 
Patrick Burke. 

“Sergeant, haven’t you and I smoked 
many times while walking together?’ 
the patrolman asked. 

‘‘Never,”’ replied Burke. 

“Is it not a fact that you are preju- 
diced against me?’ 

“Tt is not.” 

“Didn't you threaten to get me?” 

“IT did not.” 

Commissioner Bland then examined 
O'Keefe. 

“Inasmuch as you have undertaken 
to, ‘burn up’ the gergeant,” said Mr. 
Bland, “TI think I will tnquire into your 
own record. Where was your last em- 
ployment before going on the pence 
force?’ 

Was Discharred as Jail Guard. 

“In the City Jail,” replied O'Keefe. 
“I was a guard under Major Dawson.” 

“Did you resign or were you let out?” 

“I was let out shortly after Bill Ru- 
dolph made his escape in July, 19%. I 
wish, however, to explain my connection 
with that case.”’

Millionaire Will Enable Build- 
ing of Carnegie Library 
to Continue. 


IS SURETY ‘ON BIG BOND 
He Alone Signed Paper for 
$750,000, Insuring Fulfill- 
ment of Contract. 





John Plerce, individual, is surety on, 
the $750,000 bond ofthe bankrupt Jobn 
Plerce Co. to the St. Louis Library 
Hoard to insure the faithful perform- 
ance of its contract to build the Car- 
negie Library at Thirteenth and Locust 
Streets. The John Pierce Co. went into 
the hands cf a receiver in New York 
friday, 

According to New York dispatches, 
John Pierce has agreed to advance to 
the company the money needed to tide 
lt Over the receivership. Mr. Pierce is 
rated as a millionaire. 

Trouble Over Bond Unlikely. 

John F. Lee, chairman of the Build- 
ing Committee of the Public Library 
Board, told a Post-Dispatch reporter 
Saturday that he did not anticipate any 
trouble regarding the bond. 

“When the contract was let we re- 
quired the Pierge company to give a 
bond for the faithful performance of its 
contract,”’ said Mr. Lee. ‘‘Mr. Pierce 
went to a bonding company and was 
told the bond would cost $5000, which he 
added to his bid. 

Pierce Becomes Angry. 

“Afterward the bonding company 
raised the price of the bond $12,000. This 
made Mr. Pierce angry and he came to 
us with his complaint. He said he had 
the amount of the bond, and if we 
would accept him he would make us a 
present of the premium. 

“After the bonding company learned 
Mr. Pierce was going to sign the bond 
himself, it agreed to make it for $6000. 
We decided to accept Mr. Pierce on 
the bond, and figure that we saved 
$5000 on the contract. 

Money Tie® Up in Contracts, 

The manager of the local office of the 
John Pierce Co. left Friday night for 
New York to confer with the officials 
of the concern. He told Mr. Lee that 
large sums of the company’s money 
were tied up in contracts, now virtually 
completed, and that this was the cause 
of the receivership. 

Men are still at work on the library 
building. One-seventh of the granite has 
already been cut in mines owned by Mr. 
Pierce, and the steel for the frame work 
is practicallly all made up. The work of 
riveting the steel was to have begun 


on account of the recivership. 

The delay may keep the Library 
Board's moncy in a local trust com- 
pany, where it is on deposit at 2 per 
cent. The trust g@mpany has had the 
benefit of a deposit of almost $1,- 
000,000 of library money for several 
years at an.exceedingly low rate of 
interest, 

Reeeivership Friendly. 

The extent to which the work here 
will be delayed is not defiritely 
known by Officials of the Library 
Board. Cass Giibert telegraphed from 
New York that the receivership is a 
friendly one, taken to protect all cred- 
itors, and that existing contracts will 
be carried out. Mr. Lee inferred from 
this that the John Pierce company 
will proceed with the construction of 
the library. 

The John Pierce company took the 
library contract for approximately 
$1,372,000. Its bid was $60,000 lower 
than that of any other responsible 
contractor.

The new law also provides no punish- 
ment for youths who smoke cigarettes 
in other than public places. This may 
seriously affect the prevailing fire in- 
surance rate on barns and woodsheds. 

Gov. Hadley has approved the new 
statute, and we shall hear about it 
from now on every time a new grand] 
jury is made up. The law provides for 
this. It says: 

“The Judge of the court having crim- 
inal jurisdiction for the county, shall 
give the two preceding sections in spe- 
cial Charge to the grand jury at each 
term of the court.” 

The 50 per cent clause of the new law 
will give high school students a new 
source of income «n vacation. Every 
time a youth who has started shaving, 
but isn’t quite 18, can get a dealer to 
sell him a box of cigarettes, he will 
stand a chance to collect $2 from the 
State of Missouri. This ‘will be much 
more profitable than ‘killing English 
sparrows used to be, in the days when 
there was @ 3%8-cent bounty on their 
heads. 

If the amateur detective can trap an 
old offender, he will stand a chance to 
make a bigger sum, up to $250. 

The new law will go into effect either 
next August or next November, ac- 
cording to whether the courts decide it 
is a revision law. The revision laws 
go into effect In November. The cigar- 
ette law may be held to belong to this 
Class, since it repeals the law of 1903, 
which merely prohibited the sale of el; 
garettes to minors.

law. All corporations, companies or 
associations organized for profit, ex- 
cept co-partnerships, are also included. 

The bill contains the following pro- 
visions: 

Class of incomes—Interests on bonds, 
notes and other forms of indebtedness, 
except State, county or municipal obli- 
gations; all salaries, except those of 
state, county or municipal officials; 
real estate sale profits, premiums on 
bonds and notes, profits from sale of 
merchandise, bequests. any gains from 
property, rents, dividends, interest, trade 
or profession, deducting legitimate ex- 
pense of business; interest due within 
the year on debts, taxes and losses. 

Exemptions—Worthless debts or cor- 
porations, charitable, religious, educa- 
tional, fraternal societies and organiza- 
tions not organized for profit; stocks 
or funds held in trust for such or- 
ganizations; buiiding associations which 
only loan to shareholders and have no 
capital except deposits; insurance com- 
panies on mutual plan; taxes paid by 
corporations to State, county and mu- 
nicipa] governments to be exempted as 
operating expenses. 

Collection—All -adults with incomes 
of more than $5000 to state their in- 
comes to District Internal Revenue 
Collector the second Monday in March, 
annually, with right to appeal to Com- 
missioner of Internal Revenue; corpor- 
ations to report their gross profits sim- 
larly with detailed list of expenditures.

Boston has been murdered or kidnaped 
by the Camorra for his money 
jewelry.

FARMED WITH RIFLE 





But Also Led in Religious Ser- 
vices—Father’s Similar 
Accident. 


Raymond Harmon, son of Presidetit 
John F. Harmon of McKendree College, 
at Lebanon, Ill., who was found dead 
from a shotgun wound at -his home 10 
miles northeast of Louisville, IIl., 
regarded by his relatives’ as a mono- 
maniac He had been 


warned to look out for accidents. 

He owned eight weapons and kept 
them all loaded and hanging upon the 
walls of his room, which looked more 
like an arsenal than a living apartment. 
There were three shotguns, two rifles 
and three revolvers. 

No reason has been assigned by the 
family for the youth’s passion for fire- 
arms, for so far as could be learned 
kis life was never threatened and no 
robbers had ever attacked his home. 

The funeral of Raymond took place 
Saturday from the home of his uncle, 
W. A. Harmon, a half mile from the 
scene of the tragedy, and his body was 


was 


on firearms. 


cemetery, laid out many years ago. 
Cousin Finds the Body. 

The body of young Harmon was dis- 
covered at 3 o'clock Thursday after- 
noon by Byron Carmichael, his 10-year- 
old cousin. The boy found Harmon 
lying on the floor, his legs doubled un- 
der him, and his head and shoulders 
resting on a couch. Beside him was a 
double-barreled shotgun with one barre! 
discharged. 

The charge of birdshot with which the 
gun was loaded had entered the right 
cheek of Harmon, shattering the jaw- 
bone, and penetrated the brain. A post- 
mortem examination showed that the 
shot had lodged at the back of the head, 
just beneath the skull. 

The shotgun with which Harmon was 
killed always hung loaded upon the 
wall just tbove the couch bes je which 
the body was found, and the family hold 
the belief that Harmon was taking the 
gun from the wall when the hammer 
caught on one of the pegs and. the 
weapon was accidentally discharged. 

Reported Boy Murdered, 

The Carmichael boy was returning a 
horse which his grandfather, W. A. 
Harmon, a half mile away, had bor- 
rowed from Raymond Harmon. As he 
neared the house he heard a shot, ani 
when he entered the room after leav- 
ing the horse at the barn, he found 
Harmon's dead body on the floor. Byron 
ran across the road to the home of a 
neighbor and gave the alarm. 

Coroner E. C.: Park of Flora held an 
inquest’ the same evening. The verdict 
of the Coroner’s jury was that Ray- 
mond Harmon came to his death from 
the accidental discharge of a shotgun. 

When Byron Carmichael found th-= 
body, he told the neighbors that his 
cousin had been murdered, and the re- 
port quickly spread throughout Clav 
County thay the youth had been slain 
and robbed. 

Thorough investigation dispelled this 
rumor, and it was then held that Har- 
mon had committed suicide, but Coro- 
ner Park and the Harmon family scout- 
ed this. The fact that the gun was 
loaded with bird shot and the position 
of the wound, they declared, made the 
suicide theory untenable. The Harmons 
maintain Raymond Harmon had no rez- 
son for taking his life. 

Relatives Alarmed, 

When the killing of Harmon became 
known to his relatives, there was much 
nodding of heads and many a whispered 
“I told you so,”’ for the youth's passion 
for firearms had been a constant source 
of alarm to his family, and had excited 
a great deal of comment. He went about 
his farm work with a shotgun or rifle 
on his shoulder and often the wedpon 
was cocked and ready for instant dis- 
charge. 

Raymond Harmon lived alone on his 
father’s farm, at Bible Grove, ten miles 
northeast of Louisville, about 100 miles 
east of St. Louis. His father lives at 
Lebanon. The family now consists of 
Dr. Harmon, his wife, Mrs. Molly Har- 
mon, four daughters, Steenie, Grace, Ma- 
rion and Lillian and John F. Harmon Jr. 

Miss Steenie Harmon, 24 years old, 
sister of Raymond Harmon, had been 
keeping house for him during the win- 
ter, but she went to Lebanon a week 
ago to attend the McKendree College 
commencement exercises. 

Did His Own Cooking. 

Sinc her departure, Raymond Harmon 
had done his own cooking and house- 
work and looked after the farm without 
help. He had 48 head of cattle which 
he was preparing to bring to the East 
St. Louls market next week, besides a 
dozen horses, many sheep and hogs and 
scores of chickens. 

Near the Harmon farm is a little 
church, and Raymond Harmon often 
led the meetings there when the pas- 
tor was absent. He was superintendent 
of the Sunday school and taught a 
Bible class every Friday night. 

He was deeply religious, and his 
church zeal and passion for firearms 
was often commented upon as incon- 

ous and gave rise to the opinion 
his neighbors that Raymond Harmon 
was “eccentric.” 
Me Had No Love Affair, 

So far as his family knows, Harmon 
Ine.d few girl friends, and was never at- 
He never 
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the first buried in the Harmon family -

and Dr. Harmon and his family left for 
their country home. 

Dr. John F. Harmon,. father of the 
slain youth, wae the victim of an al- 
most similar accident exactly 27 years 
ago Thursday, the, day his son was 
‘liled. He was uninarried and lived on 
a farm rot far from his present place. 
It was cherry season and the jaybirds 
were devouring the fruit. Dr. Harmon 
went out to shoot the birds. 

While he was waiting to get a good 
shot, a shower came up and he put the 
rcvoiver in his hip pocket, leaving the 
weapon cocked. <A bird alighted near 
his. and when he drew the revolver to 
shoet, the hammer caught on his coat 
and the weapon was discharged, the 
shot going through his right leg.

ONE OF LONGEST DAYS WILL 
BE SHORTENED BY ECLIPSE 


Sun to Be Partially Obscured 
Next Thursday With Last Con- 


tact in Missouri. 

One of the longest days in the year, 
next Thursday, June 17, will be short- 
ened a bit ‘by an eclipse of the sun 
which is due to commenco at 6.14 p. m. 
The sun will set partially eclipsed. 

A letter to the Post-Dispatch from 
Prof. C. M, Charroppin, 8. J., instructor 
in astronomy in the St. Louis Uni- 
versity, who is now in St. Paul, de- 
scribes the coming phenomena and 
states that Missouri will get the last 
view of it. 

“In every eclipse,”” writes Father 
Charropin, ‘‘there is a spot on the earth 
where the eclipse is seen last. The last 
contact of this eclipse is situated near 
the boundary line of Southwest Mis- 
souri. 

‘‘This eclipse is of the sort known asa 
central eclipse. This is a combination 
of the total eclipse, when the moon en- 
tirely covers the sun, and the annular 
eclipse, which leaves a ring of sunlight 
around the moon. The central .eclipse 
begins and ends as an annular eclipse, 
but it is total in the center. Its path 
from Siberia to the North Pole and its 
duration will not be more than 20 sec- 
onds.”’ 

As seen in St. Louis the eclipse will 
cover only a portion of the sun, not 
more than one-sixth to one-eighth of 
its surface in area.

In the controversial communications as to the 
relative beauties, merits, cleanliness and business 
qualities of Chicago and St. Louis we have noted 
reference to the superiority of the St. Louis 
street car system over Chicago’s. One ardent 
admirer of our still untamed transportation oc- 
topus says it is the best street car system in the 
world. 

Confessing an extremity of ignorance in the 
relativity of street railway systems, but un- 
abashed by the superlative :audation mentioned, 
we diffidently arise to inquire as to the elements 
which enter into street railway systems to make 
them good, bad or indifferent. 

Some of these elements are time schedules, 
cars, rails, pavements and fares. These are the 
ones of special interest to street car passengers. 
Desiring to be convinced, we ask: (1) Are the 
time schedules satisfactory? (2) Are the cars 
safe, comfortable, clean, ventilated, warmed and 
lighted? (3)- Are the rails strong, smooth, well 
laid and modern? (4) Are the track pavements 
good? (5) Are the fares low? If any of these 
questions or several of them were answered in 
the negative we might still have the best street 
railway system in the world, but would we have 


a good one?

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COLLEGE MEN IN POLITICS. 

There is no chance to disagree with Gov. Had- 
ley’s exhortation at the graduating exercises of 
Northwestern University, that college men should 
‘take an active interest in politics. Good citizen- 
Ship deriands acquiescence in the Governor’s de- 
mand that this interest extend to the fleld of 
practical politics and that college-taught men 
serve in minor capacities as judges of election, 
challengers, ward committeemen and expand 
their usefulness to the point of mastering details. 

But we are privileged to disagree with Gov. 
Hadley that college men are politically idle the- 
orists. He himself with his service as a public 
prosecutor, Attorney-General and Governor, is 
a contradiction of his own assertion.’ Looking 
downward from the top, we find in the White 
House a Yale man, who succeeded a Harvard 
man—the latter, by confession, a “practical man.”’ 
Looking upward from the bottom we find col- 
lege-bred men in our House of Delegates and 
many could be mentioned who aspired to legis- 
lative honors as well as some who succeeded. 
Mayor McClellan of New York is a Princeton 
Our own Mayor Wells was college bred. 

To undertake an enumeration of the long lists 
of college graduates, who are working diligent- 
ly for better municipal government would be 
superfluous, They are found in offices in all 
the states and in the East, more particularly, 
the eagerness of college men for office and work 
in practical political struggles is almost a fad. 
Congress is stuffed with college-bred men in both 
the House and Senate while the requirements for 
service in the diplomatic corps, and more par- 
ticularly in the various bureaus of the Agricul- 
turai department are such that only college men 
have a chance. 

It is well to remember that there has been a 
marvelous advance in the attendance at colleges 
within the decade and especially within the last 
20 years. At Northwestern University, by no 
means a large one, Gov. Hadley addressed a 
graduating class numbering 562. This is a 
greater number of graduates than the total en- 
roliment of many colleges 30 years ago and a 
third as many as some of the larger universities 
numbered in the eighties. 

The graduates since higher education became 
go extensive are only now coming into notice 
conspicuously. It is a long jump from graduate 
_ honors to those of high political office, and no 
mean Jump ‘ak a seat in a State Legislature.

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WATE RWAYS DEVELOP BUSINESS. 

No ships had crossed the Isthmus of Panama 
es the canal was planned and the United 
States undertook to expend several hundred mil- 
lions for a waterway. The canal is being built on 
the faith of the future usefulness of the water- 
way, not only as a safeguard in war, but as a 
highway for commerce. 

There was no traffic‘upon which to base esti- 
mates of value when New York built the Erie 
Canal, yet the building of it on a reasonable be- 
lief in its future value as a waterway proved af 
enormous advantage to New York. It made New 
York City. The traffic on the canal now does 
not justify the expenditure of $90,000,000 for its 
improvement and deepening, but New York will 
spend that much in the expectation that the bet- 
ter waterway will develop traffic which will am- 
ply compensate the State for the investment. 

The traffic on the present waterways of the 
great lakes when their improvement was first be- 
gun did not justify the expenditu~e of the mil- 
lions put into the work, but it is fully justified 
by the traffic developed by the navigable water- 
ways. More millions are to be expended in the 
expectation of greatly increased traffic. 

But why multiply instances to prove the folly 
of the contention of Chief Engineer Marshall and 
the Board of Review that the present traffic on 
the shallow and uncertain channel of the Missis- 
sippi does not justify opening a certain 14-foot 
channel. In such projects the :ceds and possi- 
bilities of commerce ar4 the governing conditions. 
The facilities for commerce are necessary to its 
development. Railroads are built in new regions 
where there ic little or no industry and trade, un- 
navigable streams are made navigable i.nd navi- 
gable streams are improved for the purpose of 
developing business and with the certainty that 
profitable traffic will be developed. 

The possibilities of a 14-foot waterway from 
the Great Lakes to the Gulf bisecting the richest, 
most resourceful country, populated by the most 
intelligent and energeti> people in the world, are 
incalculable. The man who opposes it on the 
theory that its use will not justify its construction 
exhibits his own shortsighted folly.

A correspondent of the Post-Dispatch deplores 
the neglect of Creve Coeur Lake and emphasizes 
his remarks by telling how Minneapolis and St. 
Paul, with a total population of 500,000 support 
and enjoy half a dozen lakes. Private enterprise, 
street railway foresight and activity and public 
demand have made these lakes accessible and 
convenient outing places. * 
Creve Coeur, unfortunately, is practically lost 
to St. Louis. Beautiful as are its surrounding, it 
is a rowdy resort and particularly undesirable 
at the times it would be most attractive. For the 
situation the United Railways is chiefly respon- 
sible. Unseemly conduct is not only winked 
at on cars carrying returning roysterers, but there 
seems to be encouragement of the idea that Creve 
Coeur is for that form of relaxation. 

Undoubtedly the United Railways could re- 
claim the lake and make it a place where re- 
spectability could enjoy itself. It can eliminate 
rowdyism from its own resort and from its own 
cars. It owes that much to the public. 
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The nation stands a far better chance of sur- 
viving the girl graduates’ essays than the girl 
graduates have of surviving the baccalaureate 
sermons on woman’s functions and her place in 
the scheme of things.

Lest they be repelled completely 
by the undertaking we suggest, as an aid to sim- 
plicity, that the committee have the dictionary 
dragged for 600 words of one syllable each, 
and 300 words of two syllables each; that 
only these words be used and 400 of them be held 
in reserve for emergency service; that no sen- 
tence contain over eight words with six as the 
working maximum; that attention be given to 
the fact that the Mosaic code is in ten sentences 
and the story of the crucifixion is told in 600 
words. 
With these directions for guidance we have no 
doubt the committee can produce a manual which 
will permit the ordinary patrolman to learn in two 
hours what he ought not to do and generally re- 
duce the chances of insanity to a minimum.

HEY are realists with a vengeance

realism of John Reed Scott in “The 
Woman in Question” is too striking for 
eyen that community, and now they 
are trying to suppress it.

Pittsburg isn’t mentioned in the book, 
but all its seats of the mfghty are de- 
scribed in such detail that they are 
readily recognized. One of the women 
characters—Hilda Gordon—has been gen- 
erally accepted in Pittsburg as a por- 
trayal of Miss Isobel Pontufach, one 
of the richest heiresses of the city. In

CHICAGO, June 12.—A blackmail plot 


of gigantic proportions, the victims of 
which have been some of the most 
prominent women in Englewood society 
circles, has been averted by the police. 
They assert the money extorted by 
threats will amount to thousands of 
dollars, 


Th an attempt to capture the leader of 
the blackmailers a score of detectives 
Surrounded the home of a prominent 
resident of Englewood. The occupant 
of the house had been receiving threat- 
ening letters demanding $1000. The 
threatened woman sent a decoy letter 
which failed, 

“I know the man,” said Lieut. Cough- 
lin. “Mv only fear is that Dr. Jennie 
Beardsley, the only one who has seen 
him in connection with this plot, can- 
not positively identify him, or I would 
now have him in custody. That is the 
reason I have set this trap for him.” 

: Attempted to Kill Woman. 

The operations of the blackmailers cyl- 
minated in an attemat to murder Dr. 
Beardsley late Thursday night while 
she was under the guard of detectives in 
her home, 6506 Peoria street. 

Dr. Beardsley had received two letters 
before the attack upon her was made. 
The first demanded that she pay the 
plotters $500, and the second threatened 
her with death because she had in- 
formed the police instead of complying 
with the demand for money. Detectives 
were sent to guard her, but she was 
called to the door and an attempt was 
made to stab her. 

She told the detectives that when she 
opened the kitchen door an arm was 
thrust in from the darkness outside and 
a powerful hand grasped her throat. 
There was a glittering flash and she 
saw a knife blade descend toward her 
breast, 

Thrust Back Into Room. 

The steel swept past her face toward 
her throat. She saw that the man who 
held her and was trying to stab her 
was powerfully built and large of stat- 
ure, but she could not see his features. 
She heard him utter an oath and thrust 
her backward into the room as if sat- 
is fled that the knife blow had reached 
its mark, 

Mrs. Beardsley’s waist wasislashed in 
a diagonal! line reaching sowslennd from 
a diamond sunburst, which she wore at 
the left side of her throat. 

The waist, a lace affair of delicate 
texture, had been cleft as clean as if 
the slash had been done with a razor. 

Mrs. Breadsiey explained that the 
knife had struck her brooch and glanced 
through her waist until it struck a cor-
